1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art of 
record discloses or otherwise suggests "a light source... a reflector... a projection 
lens... a shade disposed between the projection lens and the reflector... a pair of 
opposed addition reflectors... thereby providing double reflection of a second part of the 
rays of light and redirection thereof toward the reflector. .. positioned under the light 
source" per Claim 1 or "a light source for emitting rays of light... means for reflecting a 
first part of said rays. . . means for shielding a part of the first part of the rays. . . means for 
doubly reflecting a second part of rays" per Claim 10. The remaining claims are allowed 
based on their dependence on either Claim 1 or 10.
